It is 
this WTon<; education and this ma- 
terialistic srreed and selfishness that

"Serbia and western Europe are

Milwaukee Road Official 
Believes Companies Should 


Fix Own Rates 


Government intervention hi 
the 


fixing of railroad rates is opposed 
by R M. Calkins, vice president of 
the Milwaukee road 
who with a 


mimlber of officials of his company 
was in Madison Thursday on a tour 
of inspection, 


"All these congressional enact- 


ments, fixing what railroads shall 
charge, arc experiments and fail- 
ures and will continue to be," he 
said. "I agree that railroads should 
be regulated, that there should be a 
check against discrimination, 
fa- 


voritism and nnsciTipulous methods. 
Congressional action has mode the 
rates inflexible. The railroads them- 
selves should determine rates and 
be pewiitted to make them adjus- 
table to conditions. 


"The middle west and east are 


sadly in need of bufldings—princi- 
pally homes; more than 
100,000 


men engaged in lumbering on the 
Pacific coast are idle; dmring Urns 
industrial depression tihotisands of 
cars are idle and so, with the flexi- 
ble freight rates it would be possi- 
ble to rush lumber from the coast 
to eastern points. Potatoes are rot- 
tring by the tons in Montana. We 
railroad men go pnssyf ooting around 
wondering if we dare lower the 
freight rate and let those potatoes 
come where they are needed. We 
could do it just at this time, but 
there comes the fear that having 
once given that rate,, we cannot put 
it back whore it should be normal- 
ly." 
Wisconsin, by its policy of 


flexibility of rates, not only contin- 
ues to be a great agricultural state, 
but sixth in point of manufacturing 
said Mr. Calkins.

Schafer Resolution Urges 


Conscription of Monied 


Interests 


OPPOSES FUTURE 
WARS 


Protests Conflicts Except Those 


to 
Repel In- 
vasions 


That capital should be conscript- 


ed to pay the debts of the war is the 
kernel of a resolution offered in 
the house Thursday morning by As- 
semblyman John C. Schafer, Mil- 
waukee. The resolution was sent to 
a committee for hearing. Two big 
proposals are made in, the resolu- 
tion: 


First, the conscription of cap- 


ital to pay wat debts. 


Second, 
that this country 


shaU not enter into future wars 
except to repel invasion- 
The resolution, in the form of a 


memorial to congress, follows: 


"WHEREAS, the physically 
fit 


men were conscripted to furnish 
man power in the late war accord- 
ing to their physical fitness and ac- 
cording to which ixnes'cocdd best~be 
spared from their civilian duties for 
the welfare of the counfey and for 
the successful carrying oat of the 
war, and 


"WHEREAS, capital has not con- 


tribnted its just share toward the 
carrying out of such war according 
to its financial fitness to bear its 
share of the burden, now therefore, 
bert 


"RESOLVED by the assembly, 


the senate concurring, that this leg- 
islature most respectfully urres the 
congress of the United States to 
take such action as may be neces- 
sary to carry into effect the follow- 
ing objects: 
t 
"1. That capital be conscripted 


according to its ability to pay to 
meet all debts accrued through past 
and future wars. 


"2. That this nation shall not en- 


ter any future war except to repel 
actual invasion without such ques- 
tion being submitted to a vote of 
the qualified electors of the nation. 


"RESOLVED further, that copies 


of this joint resolution 
be trans- 


mitted to the presiding officers of 
each house of congress, and to each 
of the senators and representafctTes 
of this state in congress of the 
United States."

school auditorium Wednesday night 
The lecture was held under the aua 
pices of the Wisconsin Literary Mag 
azine. 


The theory of private property, a 


developed in England in the last few 
centuries, Mr. Chesterton 
pointed 


out, was approved by the educated 
classes on the ground that the priv 
ate property 
makes for general 


prosperity. 


"For instance," said Mr. Chester 


ton, "the people of Manchester are 
said to have become very prosperous 
That is not really true. It is only 
a few of the less pleasant people in 
Manchester that have grown very 
rich. People are seeing the fallacy 
of that theory now. The mass of 
people, who are what is called un- 
educated, never made the mistake of 
believing in this theory. 
They do 


not bother with theories, they deal 
with things." 


Mr. Chesterton declared that in his 


youth he had turned to socialism as 
a cure for the individualistic theory 
which he described as the curse of 
the modern world, but later turned 
from socialism in the 
attempt to 


avoid either extreme.

Mountains Once Sprawled 


Over Wisconsin Area 


Worn Down by Rain and Frnst and Submerged by Earth's 


Changes; Geologists Estimate This Was Fifteen Million 
Years Ago. 


By FRED L. HOLMES 


r«iHE history of Wisconsin reaches 


I so far back into the ages that 
* there is no historical record up- 
on which to base the facts. But the 
earth's surface has been .undulated 
and changes leaving a story that in- 
dicates that probably 25,000,000 of 
years ago, northern Wisconsin had 
mountains not unlike the Alps or 
the Andes. 


The geographical story of Wis- 


consin has recently been compiled 
B> Lawrence Martin, of the geologic- 
al department of the university. 
'Tar back in the geological past," 


says Mr. Martin, "probably 25 to 100 
million years ago, Wisconsin 
was 


part of a mountainous region which 
covered all this state and much ter- 
ritory outside. 
It had peaks and 


ridges similar to those in the Alps. 
We know this from a study of the 
rocks and the topography of today. 
A tree may be cut down, but the 
size of the stump, the number of an- 
nual rings, the kind of bark, 
the 


spread of the roots, the slash from 
its branches, and the nature of ad- 
jacent trees, tell a definite story as 
t& the kind and size of tree that once 
grew there. 


"So remnants of rock folds reveal 


the fact that there were once lofty 
ridges and deep valleys in northern 
Wisconsin. The types of folds tell 
us that the ridges were parts of a 
mountain range more like the Alps 
or Rockies than the Appalachians. 
The granites show that erosion has 
cut down to igneous rocks such as 
are formed only by deep-seated cool- 
ing of molten intrusives, often be- 
neath the arch of a lofty mountain 
range. 
The gneisses and schists 


suggest the former presence of tre- 
mendous pressure and some heat 
The trap rocks indicate that lava 
flows emerged at the surface in the 
later stages of the mountain history. 
The fossils in the overlying sedi- 
mentary rocks 'show 
that 
these 


mountains are among the oldest in 
the world. 


"These lofty mountains were at- 


tacked 
by weather, 
wind, and 


streams, by solution underground 
by plants and animals at the sur 
face, as mountains are being 
al 


tacked today.. They were gradnall 
worn down, till nothing remaine 
but a low, undulating plain with oc 
casional hills. This we call', a pane 
plain. The destruction of the moun 
tains took a long time, of course 
but time enough was available. Th 
ri tcrs carried sand and mud and dis 
solved mineral matter 
from 
th 


mountains into the s«u 
There i 


was deposited as sandstone, shale 
and limestone. The mountain! wer 
uplifted again an^1 v;orn down again 
repeating this hissbry several times 


"Eventually Wisconsin and the a<i 


jacent region sank 
beneath ' th 


ocean, probably remaining submerg 
ed 'for long ages. While it 
w* 


sinking, the hills that rose abov 
the surface of the peneplain ma 
have been little islands in the se 
for a short time. Waves, may hav 
beaten against their shores, makin 
beaches. There seems to be no goo 
reason for doubting that the whol 
of Wisconsin was finally submergec 
Subsequently it was uplifted 
an 


submerged several times. 


"Fifteen billion years on so ago 


this part of the U. S. was aplifte 
for the tost time, and has since re 
mained dry land. It was then a low 
plateau or plain similar to the coast 
al plain of Alabama or Texas. Th 
peneplain on the site of the aneien 
lofty mountains of Wisconsin wa 
completely hidden beneath the lime 
stones and sandstones. 


"The work of weather and stream 


recommended, and continued till th 
state was fashioned into somethin 
similar to its present form. In th 
northern part of Wisconsin tha worn 
down mountains have again been re 
vealed. •Throughout the rest of th 
state they lie deep beneath the pres 
ent surface. 
We know the visibl 


portion of these worn-down, bnriet 
and exhumed mountains as the pens 
plain of the Lake Superior highland 
or, within this state, as the Noil'n 
em Highland of Wisconsin."

Thousands of Nesrocs, Brought to New York During High 


Wage Period, Now Out of Work 


T 


HE negro .population of Nev York, which in the last few 
years has increased much fiiore rapidly than the white, is 


feeling the pinch of unemployment more keenly than any other 


'... element in the diverse citizenship of the nation's metropolis. 


Facts gathered from the employment agencies, public and pri- 
vate, as well as from the State Industrial Commission and "wel- 
fare" institutions, disclose suffering and destitution in the negro 
sections of the city more severe and widespread than has ex- 
igted since the "panic" of 1S92. 


The same conditions exist in Milwaukee. 
Entire families in the city known as Harlem in New York, 


now the center of the largest negro district, have been found to 
be living on an amount of food which a year ago was considered 
a normal amount for one person. 
Negro women have been 


found who have been without food for days. It is not an un- 
common sight to see some of these unfortunates searching gar- 
bage cans for scraps to eat. Negro men, out of work and unable 
to pay for other shelter, have been riding the subways aD night. 


Thuitsands of these men and women left homes in the South 


for the higher wages being paid here from 1917 to 1920. The 
influx in that period has given New York City the largest negro 
population in America. According to leaders of various negro 


; 
organizations, men and women of their race who were brought 


i 
to New York largely through roseate pictures of good wages and 
a self-respecting economic and social status, now find them- 
selves by thousands on the verge of starvation and facing ejec- 
tion from their dwellii gs. 


Officiate of the State Employment Bureau, which maintains 


a colored branch, say there are from three to ten applicants for 
every job for negroes, as against two jobs for every one who 
applied a year ago. 


Employers who hired negroes in preference to white men 


when help was scarce, in many instances now have adopted a 
policy of discharging their negro employees in some cases to 
replace them with white workers. 


The situation thus brought about—deplorable as it may be 


of itself-—has acquired elements of peril in the avowed purpose 
of the Ku Klux Han to form organizations. Dozens of columns 
of publicity given to this furtive organization in New York in 
the last few months, together with published letters and tele- 
grams from its "Imperial Wizard" in the South, have wrought 
upon the nerves of some of the negro population. Almost all 
the newspapers of New York City have unsparingly condemned 


" any effort to establish "lodges" of the Ku Klux Elan, and the 


general apprehension both among the negroes and the level- 
headed whites has begun to take form in proposals for legisla- 
tion to fix its status definitely as an outlaw organization. 


Such a bill will be introduced in the New York legislature. 


One already has been presented to the New Jersey legislature as 
a result of "very definite rumors" of a plan to establish a branch 
of the society in Jersey City. The proposed New Jersey bill 
would empower the state commissioner of banking and insur- 
ance to examine into the objects of such organizations. It has 
a statement which says: 


"The purpose of this amendment is to broaden the scope of 


the law, prevent racial disturbances, safeguard religious beliefs 
and promote harmony and better welfare in industrial and social 
activities, to prevent the organization of Ku Klux Han and 
similar societies."

NLY the fact that the drouth-stricken farmers of North 
Dakota and Montana are in dire need of the $5,000,000 of

loans for the purchase of seed grains, which is an item in the 


;• agricultural appropriation bill, saved that measure from death

Kenyon has for years been trying to abolish the free gar- 


: 
den-seed graft, which is regularly voted into the agricultural ap- 
propriation bill by the House, is rejected by the Senate, and is 
then agreed to in the conference of the two branches of Con- 
gress upon the final text of the bill. This year the Senate re- 
jected the garden seed appropriation, which is $360,000, or 50 
percent more than usual, but the House conferees stood pat, and 
the Senate conferees gave way rather than lose the other items 
in which they were interested. 


Calling attention to the fact that the free seeds were worth- 


less to actual farmers and gardeners, as a rule, and that they 
are made the vehicle of publicly-financed electioneering by any- 
one who happens to be n member of Congress, Kenyon scathing- 
ly recounted the history of the annual logrolling by which this 
"cheap trickery" is saved through its being imbedded in the 
body of a measure which must be adopted as a whole. He de- 
nounced the "friends" of the farmer, who insisted upon the gar- 
den seed graft, and declared that when the packer control bill 
came up, and there was a chance to protect the farmer from the 


i packers who were robbing him, these statesmen were found on 
th« packers' side. 
> 


Again, the Senate had adopted a bill to assist the shipment 


of food donated to the famine sufferers in China, but so anxious 
»r«re the House politicians to save the garden seed appropria- 
tion that they sidetracked this relief legislation, while 7,000 
\ Chinese daily are dying of hunger.
